Superintendent’s Report 


Dummer, N. H., February 1, 1933. 
To the School Board of Dummer: 


I, herewith, submit my annual report as Superintendent of your 
Schools, showing the conditions and progress in your Schools for 
the past year. Schools were actually in session for an average of 
174% days with an average attendance of 95.8%. This is a slight 
inerease over the past year and is an encouraging sign—a good at- 
tendance is an important factor in a good school. 


During the year, your Superintendent had made 33 visits of 
inspection and supervision. Classes have been examined in various 
subjects and Standardized tests have been given to check up on 
the progress of the pupils and compare with pupils in other schools. 


This last fall, in order to save expense of tuition and trans- 
portation, it seemed advisable to reopen the Pontlook School and a 
teacher of experience was engaged for this school. The enrollment 
in this school is considerably below ‘the average school and it is 
still somewhat questionable as to the advisability of running so 
small a school. 


Graduating exercises were theld for six pupils of the Eighth 
Grade at the Willis School and three of these pupils are now con- 
tinuing their school work in High School. 


This year we will have two pupils to complete the Eighth 
Grade at the West Dummer School.
